or potato 
chips. 
Food 
seems to ease your loneliness, to 
take the sting out of being by­ 
passed by the boys who seem to 
want only slender girls. Or by girls 
who don’t want fellows who are 
tubby. 
How can you lose those pounds 
that are making you so unhappy? 
First, you have to decide you 
really want to lose them. 
Second, you must cut down on 
high-calorie foods you love. 
Third, and this is very import­ 
ant, you have to get off your bot­ 
tom. What you do is just as im­ 
portant as what you eat. Sitting 
around watching television, using 
your feet as little as possible, rid­ 
ing whenever you can instead of 
walking, will put weight on you 
even though you don’t eat a great 
deal.

Car Sales Start

New car sales in the United 
States reached a record 170,138 
units during the first IO days of 
January, according to the Dow- 
Jones News Service. 
Meanwhile, the Commerce De­ 
partment is predicting a 7 million 
car production year in 1963, sur­ 
passing last year’s estimated 6.9 
million and making it the second 
highest on record. 
Dow-Jones said Wednesday tile 
Jan .
